Markéting Eel Grass. 


During the last three or four months 
several hundred tons of eel grase 
have been exported from Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia, to the United States, 
where is sells at $10 to $12 per ton, 
while freight trom Yarmouth to Bos- 
ton is about $1 per ton. 

Last year’s crop is now about clean 
ed up, but those engaged in gathering 
and curing in this district have been 
quite busy. The supply on hand is 
greatly larger than at the same time 
for a like date for any previous year. 
Two or three gatherers of this grass, 
who appear to monopolize the export 
trade, buying up from the smaller 
gatherers what they cure, have erect- 
ed mammoth sheds and are busy etor- 
ing it away. They report that the 
market in the United States is well 
supplied at this time, and that, with 
the exception of a few small lots, 
there will be very little exported dur- 
ing the coming year, and not a great 
deal until 1912. 

Boston is a very large buyer for this 
grass, where it is used in building, 
packing, cheap mattresses and mixiuy 
with other’ fibres. Efforts have been 
made, and are still being made, to 
utilize the grasa for rope, twine, rug, 
and other materials for which sisal 
and other grasses are used, It is 
stout, long, and of fine fibre, and it is 
suggested that it might be used to 
advantage in» paper-making. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of tons of it could 
be secured near Yarmouth every year,

Duchess of Connaught Has a Rhine- 
ceros to Her Credit. 


The Duchess of Aosta’s expedition 
to Central Africa is not her first ex- 
perience of big game shooting. She 
was in Africa two years ago on tne 
same quest, and there is a picture in’ 
her standing 
beside a large dead zebra, a trophy of 
her gun, says The London Times. It 
is 1.5t surprising when one considers 
the real dangers and hardships of this 
form of sport that the number of wo- 
men who have taken it up seriously 
should be few. 

The Duchess of Aosta, however, has 
trained herself from childhood in all 
kinds of open air sport. When her. 

arents the Comte and Countesse de 

aris, lived at Stowe she hunted with 
enthusiasm, but, unlike her mother, 
she did not care much for covert 
shooting. She shares to the full her 
husband’s knowledge and love of 
horses and she was one of the first 
ladies of rank to take up aeronsutics. 
The Duchess of Connaught bagged 
large rhinoceros this summer dur- 
ing the duke’s sporting expedition to 
East Africa, but the Duchess of Aosta 
is the only princess who has had much 
experience of big game shooting. 

Lady Delamere, who is on her way 
to England on a visit to her parents, 
Lord and Lady Enniskillen, has be- 
come under' her husband’s tuition a 
notable big game shot. She spent 
her honeymoon in East Africa, where 
Lord Delamere has practically made 
his home near Nairobi, cultivating su- 
gar and cotton on a large scale. Al- 
though the equator runs through his 
estate, yet as it lies some 7,000 feet 
above the sea the climate is delight- 
ful, as Mr. Churchill, who has stayed 
there, can testify. 

Lady Minto is, however, probably 
the most distinguished big game shot 
among English sportswomen. In the 
first year of her husband’s viceroyalty 
Lady Minto and her daughter, Lady 
Eileen Elliot, each got a black buck 
while on' a visit to the Maharajah 
of Bikanir. A year later Her Excel- 
lency took her share of the. shooting 
during the viceregal visit to Kashmir 
killing seven out of the thirty-six 
black bears secured by the party. On 
a subsequent visit to Bikanir Lady 
Eileen Elliot got her first tiger.

The Light Side of the Time Honored 
Pest of Old London. 


It was one William Guppy—“‘the 
young man of the name of Guppy” — 
who called it “London particular.” 
At least, it was either he or Charles 
Dickens who put the words into his 
mouth, 

And the term has stuck. It is quite 

sible, of course, that it may have 
been street slang before Dickens seiz- 


ed it, but no one seems to know now: 


whether that was actually so or not. 

John Evelyn. called a fog a ‘“‘dismal 
cloud of sea-coal” two hundred and 
thirty years ago. He had a fog 
remedy of a somewhat drastic char- 
acter—nothing less than to banish 
from the metropolis all factories re- 
quiring furnaces, and to plant it 
throughout with sweet-smelling shrubs 
and trees. 

As one would pe ote a great many 
good stories are told of adventures in 
the fog. Sir Hiram Maxim, “the 
man behind the gun,” told last. year 
of a friend of his who had promised 
to dine with him at the Savoy Hotel. 
The guest emerged from the Tube at 
Trafalgar Square into a fog. The 
sulphurous air made the eyes smart 
and the head ache, and it brought on 
terrific fits of coughing, To use Sir 
Hiram’s own words, “You could not, 
literally, see your own hand _ before 
your face.”’ 

There was a continual crashing in 
of windows, bells jangled, vehicles 
and foot-passengers collided, shrieks 
and oaths arose. 

Threading his way in the midst. of 
this pandemonium through — the 
Strand—at least, as he supposed— 
from Landseer’s lions to the waiting 
dinner at the Savoy, he soon foun 


himself, to his great surprise, de- 
scending a broad stairway. He put 
out his hand to the balustrade. Yes, 


a broad and stately stairway, with a 
rail of carved stone. His perplexity 
increased. Where on earth could he 
be? 

Suddenly, in his descent, he col- 
lided with someone ascending the 
stairway. 

“Hallo!”’ he said.

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NOTABLE HANGMAN. 


How They Are Paid and What They 
Have Done. 


In spite of his gruesome calling, 
John Ellis, the man who hanged Crip- 
pen, has earned the esteem of a very 


wide circle of acquaintances in Roch~ 


dale, where he carries on very suc- 
cessfully a hairdressing and news- 
agent’s business. Ellis is a quiet, un- 
assuming man, who rarely betrays his 
interest in ¢rime. He would much 
rather talk to you about football, of 
which game he is an enthusiastic 
follower, or discuss musical entertain- 
ments. In his early days he earn 

his living by singing, while on a tour 
through Lancashire, and still e . 
sesses a good baritone voice. id 
privileged visitors are allowed to make 
the acquaintance of his dogs, cats, and 
chickens, the pets of his four children. 

Ellis has assisted in over sixty ea 
cutions, and has personally carriad 
out seven, amongst others who mét 
death at his hands being Dougal, the 
Moat Farm murderer, It was through 
acting as assistant to Billington that 
Ellis became chief executioner, and 
it is an extraordinary fact that when 
the post becomes vacant the Home 
Office is inundated with applications 
for the appointment. 

Indeed, when Marwood, who suc- 
ceeded Calcraft in 1883, retired, ‘no 
fewer than 12,000 persons seught the 
post, Berry being appointed. 

Calcraft, who retired in 1874, was 
paid one guinea a week by the Cor- 
poration of London as a retaining fee, 
and an extra one guinea for each 
execution. He had besides, from the 
county of Surrey, five guineas annual 
retaining fee, one guinea for each exe- 
cution, and ten guineas for an execu- 
tion in the country. 

Nowadays about $50 is paid to the 
hangman for every execution he car- 
ries out. Berry, who succeeded Mar- 
wood, was engaged in over 200 execu- 
tions in nine years, and carried 134 
sentences into effect. Accarding to his 
own statement,.he earned over $500 
in the first four months of 1890. A! 
one time, it might be mentioned, the 
hangman received as rquisites th- 
convict’s clothes, Wileh. he usually 
sold for a good price to showmen. 
These, however, are now burnt. 

It was quite by accident that Mar- 
wood became Calcraft’s successor. The 
story goes that he met Caleraft one 
morning *&8 the ‘latter Was going to 
an execution, and, seeing that the old 
man was ill, undertook to do that par- 
ticular job for him. The offer was 
accepted, and so Marwood first ob- 
tained an introduction to his future 
calling. When Calcraft retired Mar- 
wood, was retained by the London 
sheriffs at a fee of $100 a year, ani 
on the strength of this engagemen! 
he contracted with provincial sheriff: 
to carry out any executions for which 
they might be responsible. Caleral. 
has been described as a mild-manner- 
ed man, devoted to fishing, while Ma:- 
wood was not’ without repute as a 
local preacher. 

The most notable hangman of the 
earlier holders’of the office were De-- 
rick, who gave his name to the spe- 
cial kind of crane known as a derrick. 
and Jack Ketch, who executed 
amongst others William Lord Russell 
and the Duke of Monmouth, and who 
bequesthed his name as a nickname 
to his successors for nearly a couple 
of centuries. Then there was Dennis. 
who was-almost hanged himself ‘for 
taking part in the “No Popery”’ riots, 
ind Thomas Cheshire, known as “Old 
Cheese.” : 

Perhaps the most extraordinary ex»- 
cutioner of all, however, was the ceilc- 
brated ‘‘Lady ‘Betty’’—what her real 
nume was no one seems to know- 
who at the beginning of last century 
olliciated as hangwoman for a numbe1 
of years in Ireland.

An office, run on up-to-date busi- 
ness lines, was instituted to deal 
with revenue and expenditure, the 
staff of clerks was augmented, and 
books were kept on more elaborate 
lines and periodically balanced.
